1 . This is a first Office action on the merits for application serial number 10/623936 
filed 07/21/03. Claims 1-18 are pending. 

2. The examiner acknowledges receipt of the IDS filed 07/21/03 and receipt of the 
supplemental IDS filed 12/24/03. Initialed copies of the 1449 forms are attached. 

3. The drawings field 02/1 0/04 are accepted. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-10 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent 3.500,618 to Sokol. 

Sokol provides in figure 1 a trapezoidal shaped thernnoplastic fibrous mat formed 
of thermoplastic filaments. 

The recitation "a weep vent" has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable 
weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a 
structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
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alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 
187 F.2d 150, 152. 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

All recitations towards the wall structure are intended use. Recitations of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the 
intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See 
In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963). 

6. Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 5-1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent 3,468,096 to Franz. 

Franz provides in figure 3 a trapezoidal shaped thermoplastic fibrous mat formed 
of thermoplastic filaments. 

The recitation "a weep vent" has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable 
weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a 
structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone. See In re Hirao. 535 F.2d 67. 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 
187 F.2d 150.

7. Claims 1-16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 6,112,476 to Schulenburg. 

Element 30 has a wider end 22 and a narrower end at approximately 21 . As to 
claims 1-10 and 18 all references to the wall are made with intended use 
language and while not shown element 30 is capable of performing as claimed. 
A to claims 11-14, the element is "associated with" a masonry wall. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

McClain is similar to Franz. 

Souriis teaches filament members 30 which may be trapezoidal.
